THE SMITH-BRANDT LIBEL CASE. 
Tho following is o fuller report of the 
concluding part of this trial ;-— 


Mr Brandt appenred for Limeclf, but was 
instructed by Mr. L. Dennys. The prose- 
ution was.ndminally in the ‘name of the 
Queen, Lut the real ; resccutor was Mr Ro- 
bert Fraser Smith, editor and proprivtor of 
the Hongkong Teleyruph, for whom Mr 
Phillippo, instructed by: Mr Webbar, ap- 
peared. 

‘Phe Defondant, in addressing tho jury for 
the defency, said that lie pleaded not guilty. 
He further pleaded that he’ was privileged 
in writing the letter and publishing it, and 
that his letter was, justified inasmuch as it 
was true in substance and in fact. Ho 
must also show that the publication was 
for tho” public Lenefit, a most difticult 
thing: ta do in his case. Le had shown 
tho jury a great many libellous para- 
graphs and writings extending over 
many years. His chief difficulty was to 


prove that they were actually lbols,- bo-! 


cause in reapeet to many of them his mouth 
was shat. Ho wes in tho position of an 
accused criminal and could: not go into the 
box to refute the most damaging, infamous 
and insulting. remarks mado against him 
during theso years.‘ Ho nuver disputed 
that ho did writo and forward tho lett r on 
which the present charze was bused, 
was not ashamed of it, be thought the 
provocation was an enurmous one, such o 
tromenduus one that to write nsimple letter 
of thatsort, although it wasstrougly-worded, 
showed sevcra self-control. Ha solely 
wished by that moans to vindicate his own 
character because ho knéw of no other im- 
mediate romedy. That man {alluding to 
Mr Fraser Smith) had attempted te make him 
gat worse than « highway robber and thief, 
ui man whom even the police world not 
touch, as a man worse than the loweat cri- 
mival, aa-4 min whom the people wera 
justified in tearing to pieces. These ass 
tigns had been-diffused all-ovor-tha worl 
and the complainant refused to open ‘his 
columas tu him to refute them, He would 
not onter into tho legal questions fn. 
volved, as he was not’ well-versed in 
(he law, and his Lordship would instruct 
them fully in that respect. Ile would 
merely givo them a short history cf the 
case.

J, Lenoh) said the prisoner was indicted 
on threo ‘counts, first with’ forging o 
cheque fur $£0 0, on 13th Soptem- 
bet, purporting. to be drawn on. the 
Hongkong aud Shanghai Bank by ‘Lucie | 
Robinson; second, with obtsining $1,000 
from the Bauk on that cheque on 36th 
September ; and. third, with using a forged 
eheqno knowing it to be forged. The 
circumstances of the case w reas folluwr. 
Until the middle of September, or some- 
what later, the ‘prisoner. was in tho 
em, loy. of Messrs Hughes and Ezra aga 
clerk, at a salary of $.5-a month. ‘Me 
N. J. Robinaon, who was book-keeper in 
the aime office, had charge of s safe ia the 
«flica, in which it appeared that, he kept 
a, eheqin-louk “cantuining some eheques 


and ‘whanghal-Bank, sald he remembered 
cashing’ the cheque in qucstion to x. Portu- 
guess, bat bo coald net recollect who:the ;

Mr Pollock, without calling evidence, pto- 
ceeded to address the jury.on behalf. of the 
prisoner, » Lo endeavoured to throw doubt 
on the evidence adducod with regard to the 
handwriting on the cheque, by pointing out 
what ho-considered “differences ‘in.the for- 
mation of:cortain letters.on the documenta. 
produced and the same lottors on tho cheque. 

@ submitted that’ this raised a” doubt 
which the jury were entitled to give the 
prinonor the benefit of.. ‘He aleo comment: 
ad on tho fact that the name of the prisoner 
was written into tho cheque, a thing which 
was entirely unnepessary, as tho. cheque 
wos mado payable. to bearer...

Wo are at Inst in-a.position to apeak 
authoritively on the sbdve much-diserssod 
subject, Tho Taung-li Yamén has afiicially 
infurmed Col, Denby, the U. 8. Minister 
at Poking, that the orrangement entered 
into between Sheng Tuotai, on behalf of 
the Chinese Telegraph Adminiotration, and 
Mesers, Judd and Benningsen for. the 
Eastern Extension und Great Northern 
Telegraph Companies, respectively, has been 
ratified by tho Yaméo,  Thoy have. also 
informed Ool. Denby that the information 
upon which his remonstrance was based was 
erroneous, and they add o neat postacript to 
the communication to the effect that it. waa 
customary that propriotors, aud not consu- 
mers, should 6x tariffs. So much for tho 
Yamén's méssage, The much-abused insiru.
